{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, D. C., June 22.—There is good 
reason to believe that the authorities will 
dispatch at least one other regiment from 
Manila to China with the least possible 
delay, in order that the United States may 
be in a better position to agsist the allied 
forces in protecting the lives and property 
of foreigners. | 

The United States consulate at Tien Tsin, 
which late news advices report to have been 
destroyed, is situated far up on the Meadows 
road, which runs up from the Pei Ho di- 
rectly through the center of the town. It is 
far removed from any of the other consul- 
ates and practically Isolated from all other 
foreign buildings. This fact might explain 
the report of its destruction before the rest 
of the foreign consulates were molested. 

The Japanese and Russian consulates are 
cloge together on the Meadows road, nearer 
the river. Away off by themselves, farther 
up the Pei Ho, stand the British and French 
: buildings in close proximity to each other. 
The American consulate is, or was, as the 
case may be, one of the most imposing and 
substantial buildings in the town. 

A recent census of Tien Tsin shows the 
foreign population to be about 1,000 persons, 
| including 110 Americans. Thus the report 
from Japanese sources that 1,500 foreigners 
at Tien Tsin had been massacred would 
seem to be exaggerated in point of numbers. 


Grant to Sail Via Nagasaki. a 

San Francisco, Cal., June 22.—[Special.}— 
The transport Grant, which is to leave this 
port on July 1 for Manila with the Sixth 
Cavalry, will go to the Philippines by way 
of Nagasaki, according to orders received 
by thé transport superintendent today.

DEATH OF A GREAT RUSSIAN. 


Count Michael Mouravieff;Russian Minister 
of Foreign, Affairs, takes from the world 
a commanding figure. During the last few 
years the rapid development of Russia has 
been wonder of the nations, and in it all 
Count Mouravieff has had a large part. In 
the direction of making Russia's influence 
felt as 
work. Trained in the school of diplomacy, 
it was his tact and judgment which restored 
friendly relations with France and Turkey. 
Russia’s prominence in China and other 
parts of Asia is largely due to his foresight 
and skillful planning, and in his death at 
the age of 55 the great White Czar has lost 
one of the strongest props of his vast em- 
pire. 

But not alone for What he has done for 
Russia does Count Mouravieff deserve a 
place in history. From his lips came the 
proposal which startled the diplomats and 
courts of Europe, and which resulted in the 
peace conference at The Hague. And, al- 
though credit is generally given to the Ozar 
himself for the inception of the magnificent 
project, the best authorities say that the 
inspiration for the idea came from Moura- 
vieff, and that he was moved in the con- 
ception of universal disarmament only by 
lofty and disinterested motives. 

There can be no doubt that Russia, with 
its newly stirred millions of people and with 
the undeveloped half of a great continent 
in its possession, will go forward in the 
line of growth and progress which has al- 


that the Czar will find other men as wise 
and as broad as Mouravieff to take the place 
of the dead Minister. There can be no 
doubt that the impetus which was given 


} to international amity by the meeting at 


The Hague will continue to exert a powerful 
influence for peace among the nations. Few 
statesmen, even after living to a much 
greater age than that of the great Russian, 
ean lay down their work with the certainty 
that they have done as much for the world.

EXTENT OF CHINESE TROUBLE. 

Admiral Kempff’s official announcement 
that the American consulate at Tien 
Tsin has been destroyed and that all 
foreign concessions have been serious- 
ly damaged by bombardment indicates 
that the situation is steadily grow- 
ing worse. If these things have taken 
place within thirty miles of Taku, the state 
of affairs at Pekin is likely to be still more 
serious, Though we are not technically at 
war with China, the possibility of such 
4 war ns to loom large on the horizon. 
If the foreign representatives at Pekin have 


to express itself in terms of rifles and ord- 
nance there will be no choice but to crush 
the uprising, whatever its extent. If the 
foreign invasion should unite the greater 
part of China in opposition, the warlike 
possibilities are rather startling. 

Some years ago the Japanese Count Oku- 
ma warned the European powers that the 
apparent weakness of China was in some re- 
spects deceptive. He stated the case in 
these terms: | 

We may best compare the Chinese nation to a 
gigantic tree, with mighty roots and 
branches. The tree itself has great vigor, but its 
fruit falls from time to time at the merest breath 
of the wind. Such is the Manchu dynasty. That 
it has no longer any authority or power does not 
justify the conclusion that the Chinese nation is

HOPEFUL LABOR MEETING. . 
The labor conference meeting held on 
Thursday afternoon appears to have been 
the most hopeful event thus far in the ne- 
gotiations for settlement. The labor rep- 
resentatives presented a printed statement 
of terms proposed for settlement, which had 
been carefully prepared and which fur- 
nished the basis for a conciliatory, discus- 
sion. It seemed to be mutually agreed that 
the occasion demanded co tive work 
upon the actual details of a 1ent, and 
that each side was to be taken as credited 
with reasonable and fair intent. ad 
The chief point which remains to be 
cleared up appears to be the provision “ that 
employers shall be at liberty to employ and 
discharge whomsoever they see fit, we (em- 
ployés) reserving the right to refuse to work 
with non-union men.” Granted that a 
union man should be at liberty to refuse to 
work with non-union men in his own trade, 


should be allowed to refuse to work with 
non-union men in another trade, provided, 
of course, that trade were organized. If 
this permission were assured, it would then 
be possible, of course, in case a strike 
should occur in a given trade, und the em- 
ployer should undertake to employ non- 
union men, for the other union men to re- 
fuse to work with these, or, in other words, 
the sympathetic strike might be resorted to 
for the purpose of bringing pressure to bear 
in behalf of the union first involved.

COMING OF CUBAN TEACHERS, 

Harvard University is about to try an 
experiment of interest to the whole coun- 
try. About July 1 five government trans- 
ports, sailing from different ports of Cuba, 
will earry to Boston 1,450 Ouban school 
teachers, selected from all parts of the 
island, rural as well as urban. The se- 
lection is being made by the same Cuban 
boards which appointed 3,500 teachers for 
the Cuban schools a few months ago. 
These teachers, most of them unable to 
speak English, will be given free instruc- 
tion for six and a half weeks in the Harvard 
summer school, and all their expenses will 


to raise the $70,000 for this purpose among 
the citizens of Boston and other places, 
Before the visitors are taken back to Cuba 
at the end of the summer it is planned.to 


* widen their knowledge of the United States 


by bringing them as far west as Chicago. 

The suggestion for this excellent project 
was made last winter to President Eliot 
by Alexis E. Frye, a Harvard graduate, 
who is Superintendent of Schools in Cuba. 
It was acted upon favorably, and General 
Wood—another Harvard man—was duly 
informed of the generous offer. The June 
number of the Harvard Graduates’ Maga- 
zine now contains a full description of 
the plans, which have been elaborately 
worked ont by Charles Francis Adams, 
the treasurer of Harvard College. 

The Cuban law provides that the salaries 
of the teachers—which range from $30 to

The repeated refusals of Governor Roosevelt 
to consent to take the Republican nomination for 
Vice President recall a somewhat similar condi- 
tion of affairs at the De ratic national conven- 
tion which convened. in New York on July 4, 
1868," sald Harry H. Smith, former journal clerk 
of the House of Representatives, to the Post. 
‘*‘ Ex-Governor Horatio Seymour was elected per- 
manent chairman by reason of his stubborn re- 
fusal to be a candidate for President. On the 
first ballot George H. Pendleton of Ohio led the 
field, but dropped. out entirely on the nineteenth’ 
baliot, his support going to General Hancock of 
Pennsylvania and ex-Governor Hendricks of In- 
diana. The New York and Pennsylvania delega- 
tions prevented a nomination by changing their 
votes almost solidly to various candidates, and 
the twenty-second ballot was commenced under 
great excitement. A™few votes were announced 
by outside States for Horatio Seymour, who 
positively and persistently refused to be a candi- 
date. The votes were not withdrawn, however, 
and as other votes were cast for him Governor 
Seymour withdrew from the chair, highiy tndig- 
nant that the convention would not accept his 
peremptory refusal to be a candidate. The stam- 
pede to Mr. Seymour then hegan, with the result 
vote in the convention (317) was cast

“it wastasserted then, and has been since, that 
this stampede was as carefully planned as that 
to James K. Polk of Tennessee in 1844, to Frank- 
lin Pierce in 1862, and to General James A. Gar- 
field in 1880, but it has never been established 
by conclusive proof.

In Pekin and in other Chinese cities all 
the native officials as well as the foreign 
representatives live in what is called 
“Yamens.” Literally translated, a Yamen 
is an “ official gate,” but the term is ap- 
plied to the entire group of buildings com-~- 
rising the official residence. These build- 

are ed in a series of concentric 
circles, after the plan of the four cities, one 
within the other, which comprise Pekin, and 
the whole group ts surrounded by a high 
wall, which is entered through a wide gate- 
way with high, carved pillars on either hand 
and huge, painted doors. Im the center of 
the mass of butidings are the private living 
rooms of the official and those of his wife 
and concubines, if he has any. In the circle 
about the private apartments are the roomie 
of his secretaries, his waiting-rooms, and 


Around the inside of the inclosing wall are 
the little huts where live the horde of serv- 
ants and funners by which every 
Chinese public man is surrounded. It is 
the duty of this latter class to shout loud- 
ly when distinguished guests call upon their 


master, to follow and form a procession be- 


hind him when he goes out of the gate and 
to do all the dirty work which he wants 
accomplished. If the official be a magis- 
trate his Yamen also contains a prison, and 
his hangers-on stand ready at time to exe- 
cute the sentences pronounced by their mas- 
ter on the culprits brought before him. 

And it is in the punishments inflicted on 
its criminals that China shocks the civilized 
world most sharply. Tortures and barbari-

ties of the most inhuman and revolting kind 
are common, and a description of a day 
spent in a Chinese court of justice would be 
most unpleasant reading, The magistrate 
himself sits upon a chair covered with red 
cloth, on which are embroidered mottoes 


from the sayings of Buddha. Behind the 


chair are grouped half a dozen of the big, red 
umbrellas, of which every Chinese official 


writing and apparently pays no attention to 
what is being said by the prisoner or wit- 
nesses who are prostrating themselves be- 
fore him. At intervals the magistrate looks 
up and says a few words in a low voice to 
his attendants. Immediately the prisoner 18 
stripped to the skin and laid face down on 
the floor before the judge. Then a man with 
a piece of bamboo, three feet long, two inches 
wide, and half an inch thick, comes forward 
and squats on the floor by the side of the 
prostrate prisoner, whom he commences to 
pat on the back with his rod. The blows 
are so light that the whole performance 
seems at first like a farce, but as it con- 
tinues the prisoner begins to writhe with 
pain, the blows meanwhile continuing with- 
out the slightest increase in force. Soon 
three or four men are required to hold the 
writhing and screaming prisoner to the 
floor, the crowd of on-lookers meanwhile 
loudly applauding every fresh evidence of 
his suffering. 
This is one of the mildest of Chinese punish- 
ments and is inflicted for what in this coun- 
try would be called minor offenses, After 
the first prisoner has been released, to lean 
half fainting with pain against the wall, it 
may be that a Chinese policeman who has 
offended against the magistrate is called for 
trial. He, too, is found guilty and stripped 
of his clothing. Then the same performance 
is gone through with, with the exception 
that the policeman has fastened small strips 
of wood to his back against which the bam- 
boo strikes, making no more impression 
than if the wall instead of the policeman 
were being whipped. The deception is car. 
ried on before the face of the magistrate, and 
is, of course, perfectly apparent to him, as 
it is to all the crowd of on-lookers, but 
nobody calls attention to it and in a few 
minutes the farce is over and the police. 
man ready to go about his business as 
before. 
In every Chinese court is kept a 
collection of instruments of torture suited 
for persons of varying degrees of strength, 
and similar collections are hung up outside 
the Chinese police stations, the idea being 
to give intending criminals a warning of 
what is likely to happen to them if they 
persist in their determination to break the 
law. Under the Chinese statutes no criminal 
can be tortured until after he has confessed 
his guilt, but in practice the rule is some. 
what reversed. A person suspected of crime 
is tortured until he confesses, after which, 
of course, no charges could be made to lie 
against the court officials. 

In every official Yamen in China scenes of 


torture are of almost daily occurrence and the

to the Marquisate of Huntly. That is a dis- 
tinction which belongs to his elder brother, 
Esme, popularly known as ‘ Teapot ’’ Gor- 
don. Not that the unfortunate Huntly 
peerage, the premier Marquisate of Scot- 
land, is likely to be financially benefited by 
the accession of the comiely Teapot,“ for 
Lord Esme Gofdon is quite as . 
as his brothers aud as his father and gran 

father before him. Lord Esme's monetary 
misfortunes cOmmenced at Oxford, where he 
came to terrible grief and only escaped be- 
ing declared bankrupt by pleading infancy, 
which was regarded as extremely bad form 
on the part of his fellow-undergraduates. 
Of course.this brought his career at the uni- 
versity to an end. but within a year or two 
after leaving Oxford he was fortunate 
enough to marry a girl with a large fortune, 
a Miss Elizabeth Brown. He was a little 
over 21 years of age at the time and was so 
intoxicated by the sudden transition from 
financial distress to wealth that he spent 
his wife’s money with extraordinary free- 
dom, In, fact, what with his own extrava- 
gance and the ready assistance which he was

trious house of Gordon that he became pos- 
sessed of social aspirations and started on 
a career of wild extravagance in London, 
which eventually landed him in the bank- 
ruptcy court, his daughter, Lady Granville 
Gordon, being left entirely dependent on her 
penniless husband. It was after her father’s 
monetary disasters that she started a 
modiste shop in Bond street under the name 
of Mme. Lferre,” which prospered for a 
time, but ultimately came to grief, owing to 
the difficulty which she experienced in col- 
lecting the bills due by her aristocratic cus- 
tomers; who seemed to consider the 
fact that Lady Granville belonged to the 
same set as themselves constituted an ex- 
cellent reason why she should not ask pay- 
ment for the goods which she had furnished. 


Lord Granville Gordon himself endeavored 
to turn a more or less honest penny by run- 


ning a gambling resort, and on one memora- }- 


ble pccasion, after a police raid, figured in po- 
lice court proceedings as part owner and 
mahager of one of these disreputable estab- 
Ushments. Lord Granville has a boy about 17 
years old, still at schoo}; who will eventually 
succeed to the family honors. His ‘eldest 
son, a young subaltern, was killed last year 
by a fall while endeavoring to return via 
the: window to his second story room, from 
which he had been locked out by some of his 
fellow-officers, who were practical jokers. 

There was another brother; Lord Douglas, 
popularly known as Briggs, who was in 
the Coldstream Guards, and who was famous 
in London for his particularly choice and 
highly-colored language, which lost noth- 
ing of its brimstony flavor by being uttered 
in that particularly shrill voice so lar 
to the noble house of Gordon. 1 

The eldest brother, Charlie,” the present 
Marquis of Huntly, like his brothers, has 
repeatedly figured in the bankruptcy court, 
both prior and subsequent to his marriage to 
the daughter of the enormously wealthy

It is only fair to Lord Huntly to state that 
when he succeeded to the Marquisate at the 
death of his father he found that the es- 
tates belonging thereto were in a frightfully 
embarrassed condition, still cumbered with 
the debts of his grandfather, who had 
squandered colossal sums at the court of 
Versailles previous to the great revolution, 
incurring enormous losses at cards to Queen 
Marie Antoinette, of whom he was so devot- 
ed an admirer that the Chronique Scanda- 
leuse of the period associated his name with 
hers in » fashion the reverse of savory. 


Lord Huntly, who, like his brothers, is a 
handsome man, furnishes a curious illus- 
tration of the indulgence which the aris- 
tocracy in the old world manifest in all 
cases where members of their own caste are 
concerned, for his financial troubles have 
sometimes been of a rather shady character. 
On one memorable occasion, indeed, a war- 
rant was issued for his arrest on a charge 
of fraud, and he was compelled to fly from 
England and to seek refuge in the remote 
wilds of Albania until his father-in-law 
could compromise matters at a heavy ex- 
pense with the prosecutor. Yet today the
